Mr, Andrews said that before Northern 
Ireland could return to Westminster the 
Northern Parliament would have to pass a | 
measure expressing its wish to do so, and 
the bpá Parliament .would have to ex- 
press its willingness to accept them, It 
would be a great mistake to do anything of 
the kind. It was quite possible that a 
Socialist or Liberal Government might be 
returned “to. power at Westminster at an early | 
date, and there was then sure to be an 
effort made to bring about what was called 
the union of Ireland. In that event if 
Northern Ireland surrendered its right to self- 
government it would possibly be made a 
pawn in the game and placed in a_position 
similar to that prevailing between 1910-1914. 
Referring to a proposal to retire all indus- 
trial workers: on pension at sixty years ol 
age, Mr. Andrews said the proposal seemed 
a good one when considered casually, but on 
careful analysis one would find that even . 
with the existing pension doubled tradesmen

NEED FOR THE RULES 

In the synopsis it js pointed out that

(1) The Road Traffic: Act, 1933, 
conferred power on the Commissioner 
to make by-laws in these matters, and 
he considers that definite regulations 
(as the above) are required. 

(2) Such by-laws will serve ‘to 
educate public opinion in rules of safe 
conduct on the roads and will place a 
definite “responsibility on the person 
who disobeys them: ‘ : 

(3) H such rules are not issued, the 
Commissioner would have to prepare 
and issue to the Garda instructions in 
such matters, so that its members 
might have: some considered opinion 
of what constituted dangerous or care 
less driving. It is preferable to have 
an agreed code backed by public 
opinion in such matters. An instruc- 
tion issued to the Garda would not 
have the educative value of a code of 
by-laws. It will be more satisfactory 
to everyone if the public has a defi- 
nite code to follow. '

managh, a woman antiquary has recently 
made discoveries which, said Professor 
R. H. 8. Macalister last night, have 
opened a “new and very mysterious chapter 
in the early history of Ireland,” : 

“ What may come out of that chapter it 
is at present impossible to foresee,” he 
added. ? es 

Professor Macalister, at a meeting of the 
Royal Society of Antiquaries of Ireland, 
was moving a vote of thanks to Lady Dorothy 
Lowry-Corry, a Fellow, for the paper slie 
had read on “the sculptured stones of 
Killadeas.”’ 

Lady Lowry-Corry described her “ finds ” 
in Killadeas Churchyard, in the townland of 
Rockfield, which incorporated an ancient 
burial place. An ancient cross-Shaft was 
apparently the. first round cross-shaft ever 
found in Ireland. A cross-slab bore carving 
and interlaced patterns, and had artistic 
affinity to cross-slabs at Innis Cealtra, in 
Lough Derg, which had been assigned to 
the 8th century. The stone bore a sculptured 
full-length portrait of a bishop or abbot, with 
crozier and bell, and human faces which 
recs‘led figures found at White Island, 
Lough Erne, a few miles away, The 
ecclesiastic’s portrait was in a different 
technique to that of the other sculpture, and 
much better carved than those at Carndonagh, 
County Donegal. An inscription had been 
translated as being a  obiessing upon one 
Robartach. 


ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


In various parts ot Ireland in the 8th-9th 
century there were bishops and abbots of 
that name, one of whom might have died at 
Killadeas while on pilgrimage cr travel to 
Lough Derg. The “ Annals of Ulster” men- 
tioned a Robartach (son of Cuanu, Abbot of 
Fahan, in Inisowen), who died in 762, About 
a hundred years ago, too, an _ historic 
“Yellow Church,” situated. two or three? 
hundred yards from Killadeas graveyard, was 
pulled down. The founder of this church 
was at present unknown, but Isaac Butier in 
1744 related a “ fabulous tale” of this 
church. ee 

“The founder, being advertised in a vision 
to erect ye church in a place named, he, not 
regarding the vision. builds it a considerable 
distance from ye place where he ought. 
Being finished and consecrated, it was by 
angels in .one night taken up and laid where 
it now stands.”’ 

Professor Macalister, having made the re- 
marks quoted above, said that Lady Lowry- 
Corry’s discoveries were ‘brilliant *’ "rom 
personal experience he considered the sculp- 
tured stones among the most remarkable 
things in Ireland, Apparently in the vicinity 
of Lough Erne there was an early school of 
sculpture quite different in character and in- 
tention from what was already known of the 
early Christian period in this country. 

e said that the artist tad put an ex- 
traordinary amount of life into the Killadeas 
bishop’s portrait; he had the feeling that 
the bishop was not, perhaps, a very saintly 
one. (Laughter.) he ‘carvings were like 
the jade figures of New Zealand, and were 
quite different to anything they had seen 
before. :

Wit- 
ness received a legacy from her sister i 
America, and on 13th March last her brother 
became violent and insisted on witness sign- 
ing over half the money to him. She was

afraid, and on 25th March signed over half 
the money, amounting to £762. He suffered 
She sent 
Dr. Lagan to examine him, and on his recom- 
mendation he was sent to the mental hospital 
at Omagh. but later was released. 

Dr. J. E. Herbert, assistant medical officer 
of Omagh Mental Hospital, said that Patrick 
Donnelly had delusions, and told him that 
ten years earlier his sister Catherine 
threatened to drown herself. He also said 
he felt something pressing against his 
shoulder and believed it was his mother and 
another sister, both of whom were dead, and 
that they were warning him to watch his 
sister Catherine, who had put in a petition 
with a saint for his death, In his opinion, 
Patrick Donnelly was uot sane, but be was 
not dangerous. 

Dr. Lagan said that when Patrick Donnelly 
showed violence he suffered from delusions 
and made wandering statements. 

Mrs. Mary Dormmelly, George street, Omagh, 
said that when Patrick Donnelly visited her 
house he was wild-looking and raving. 

Dr. D. F. Murnaghan said that he talked 
with Patrick Somaal. about his affairs and 
found him quite normal. He was harmless 
and capable of conducting his affairs. 

Dr. J. Moore-Johnston, Medical Super- 
intendent of Omag! Mental Hospital, stated 
that Donnelly was emotional and eccentric, 
but there were no sign: of mental deteriora- 
tion. Witness considered- him harmless and 
capable of managing his affairs, and he dis- 
charged him, 

Dr. Eaton said he als» found Patrick Don- 
nelly quite normal. 

Patrick Donnelly stated, in evidence, that 

a sister died in America leaving 10,000 
dollars, and it was divided between his sister 
Catherine and witness. Another sister, Mary, 
in America was to get a shat-. Mary was 
destitute in America and seriousiy ll in 
hospital, and witness seni her £50, but 
Catherine strongly objected. Mary was en- 
titled to £250 from each of ther. He 
believed his sister Catherine got him put 
into- the mental hospital so that she could 
sell the farm and at his death get every- 
thing. 
_ Judge Linehan said that Patrick Donnelly 
in his examination had stood the test of in- 
telligence and mental condition well, and he 
could not come to the conclusion that he was 
in such a mental condition as to be unable 
to manage his affairs. He refused the peti- 
tion, with costs. '

Mr. E. A. Barrett, M.R.LA.I., President 
of the Architectural Association of Ireland, 
in his imaugural address to members of the 
Association last night at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin, said that they could imagine the 
thrill of being able to design even the 
smaHest details of a building, so that they 
would be in tune with the general idea. Let 
them take electric fitti for instance— 

‘ brackets, switch covers, plug sockets, built- 
SA ee in-radio loud-speaker grille and control anel, 
BR Ss i and the thermostat which controlled the 

SEN eS heating, cooling and ventilation. And. then 
the bathrooms. The walls, floors, ceilings, 
and baths could form a _ harmonious 
whole when Ep considered. Now that 
they could obtain glass which would resist 
oven heat, was it beyond the limits of possi- 
bility that our baths would be made glass, 
either tinted or plain, and that they would 
be illuminated from the sides and beneath 
with various combinations of colours which 
could be reflected from the walls, etc. 
Buttons would slide portions of the glass or 
tiled walls to one side, and warmed towels 
would be ready to hand, unless by that time 
they would have dispensed with such out-of- 
date methods, and would dry themselves by 
means of warmed air, the temperature of 
which they would be able to control.

He did not think that these things were 
as far off as they imagined; for, although 
they would be at first the prerogative of rich 
men, they would very soon become the order 
of the day. The speculative builder would 
include them in his houses, and they would 
very soon take them for granted. How many 
of them thought that within a year four

-tween England and Australia? 
~ This question of aviation was also having 
& considerable effect upon the desi of 
buildings. -New problems dealing with the 
lay-out of hotels, waiting rooms, restaurants, 
Customs departments, all of which had to 
be provided in large aerodromes, presented 
themselves, The railways, which had almost 
stood still as regards progress of design for 
years, were at last beginning to feel the 
urge of progress. He instanced the case of 
the all-electric train from London to 
Brighton. It was so constructed that no out- 
side air could enter the compartments until 
it had been filtered to free it from dust, and 
then warmed in winter, or cooled in summer 
to the correct degree.
